Police Called in Three Times to Hun- 
garian Chamber—Army Bills Passed. 


- BUDAPHST, June 4.—The deadlock. in 
Parliament was broken to-day by Count 
Tisza, President of the lower chamber, 
who so successfully dragooned the noisy 
Opposition that. the Government was able

stages. at.a single sitting. 
The tumult was terrific. All the mem-

The noise of toy trumpets and other in- 
struments mingled with curses. and in- 
sulting epithets. .After this. had gone on 
for a quarter of an hour the President 
suspended the sitting. Twice he essayed 
to resume, but his» appearance in the 
President’s chair each time was greeted 
with more uproarious outbursts.

Count Tisza then summoned the police; 
sixty of them entering the chamber amid- 
the hisses of the Opposition. Count Ka- 
rolyi defied them to lay hands on a Dep- 
uty. He was the first seized, and, with 
twenty-one other members, was‘ removed 
from the chamber. Among those ejected 
were Julius Justh, the party leader, and 
Herr Polonyi, ex-Minister of Justice-

Tisza was greeted with another outburst. 
Count Apponyi, the ex-Minister of me fe 
ship,. who up to then had not joined in 
the uproar, led in the denunciations of 
the President.’

The American Federation of Lebor 

distrusts Socialism and avoids entan- 
glements with Socialists.. The atm: of 
the trades unions is not the aim of the 

Socialists. Yet there are few labor 
movements in these later days in which 
Socialism does not play its part, and in 
which the influence ‘of Socialism is not 

strongly exerted, Keen observers of 

existing conditions) have discovered a 
Socialistic tendency. to foment.and en- 
courage hopeless labér strikes, Iike that 
of the hotel waiters in this city, for the 
reason that defeated strikers are valu- 
able recruits to the ranks of the dis- 
contented. - The striking worker who is 
forced to return to his labors with ‘his 
full demands unrecognized is supposed 
to do-so with much bitterness of heart, 
and to be in the way of becoming a, 
willing advocate of a radica] change in 
the social «system. The supposition 
may .not be well founded. In many 
cases the striker is satisfied with the 
half loaf he has secured. . The indica- 
tions are that the waiters, or most of 
them, comprehend the impossibility of 
the recognition of their union. 

“The influence of Socialiam. in thelr 
strike, however, is clearly manifested 
in the pronunciamento. of the Executive 
Board of the union touching the“ un> 
founded.and lying. statements” of the 
“capitalistic press,” and advising the 
strikers not to read the néwspepers, 
but .to depend for information and 
guidance on four Socialistic sheets 
printed in this city.

The first open-air school in this coun- 
try, established in Providence, R. I., 
was an outgrowth of work by the: So- 
ciety for the Prevention of ‘Tuberculo- 
sis. In Chicago open-air schoolrooms 
and kindergartens have heen main- 
tained by the:public school system with 
notable success.
